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POSTAGE STAMP. -CHEATS. 


Foolish Persons Who Run the Risk of 
Going to Prison. 

“You would be surprised,” sald a 
postoffice clerk, “ut the efforts people 
make to avold the payment of postage. 
And quite often it is not the work of 
children either, The most comtnon 
trick is to take the stump that bas been 
canceled by biuud and the fmpression 
just touches the edge of the stamp. 
After pricking the marked edge with a 
pin or cutting it with a pair of shears 
to resemble the punctured edge of the 
stamp or tearing away that part the 
btamp is put on an envelope for un- 
other voyage. All these are placed in 
the hands of postal Inspectors for in- 
vestigation: 

“Others try to give the Impression 
that a stamp had been put on an en- 
velope and become loose and fost in 
transit by sticking a stamp on the en- 
‘velope and then pulling {f with part of 
the envelope sticking to it off again. 
These as well as underpatd letters, un- 
less they have a foreign destination, 
where postage is then collected, are 
marked ‘Returned for postage’ and 
sent back to the sender, Second class 
matter, as a roll of newspapers, ts of- 
ten sealed against Inspection by hav- 
‘ing the stamps overlap the cover, 
Whether foreign or vot it Is returned 
for postage, When It again shows up, 
the mistake rectified, upon Inspection 
It is usually found to contain written 
letters, photographs (unmounted), Jew- 
elry, merchandise of all kinds, making 
the package underpald; bence tt is 
again returned. 

“But the limit of foolishness comes 
when a person tries to effuce the In- 
delible ink from the stamp and with 
balf the features of (he stamp missing 
or rubbed uway and some of the ink 
still remaining atixes {t to an envelope, 
with the address of «the sender upon 
the back to frcilitite Investigation, 

“This, though, is stretching it alt. 
tle too much; A postcard that bad been 
put through a canceling machine and 
delivered to the addressee had the 
canceling impression and the address 
seratched off with the ald of a sharp 
knife and a new address substituted 
and a written message pasted on the 
reverse side.”
